BUSINESS MUST BECOME POLITICAL SAYS RICHEY 


If business people do not become deeply

MICHIGAN DELEGATES SCOUT LEGISLATIVE 
CONFERENCE IN PREPARATION FOR 1977 MEETING 
IN DETROIT 


About 2,000 leaislators and legislative 
staff people, including about 20 from Michigan 
Wednesday opened the 2nd annual meeting of 
the National Conference of State Legislators. 
The Michigan delegates, some of whom are 

here specifically on a scouting mission to 
prepare for next year's August 1-6 convention 
in Detroit, gathered at a pre-breakfast 
meeting with a representative of tne 
Metropolitan Detroit Convention and Visitors 
Bureau. The meeting involved a general 
discussion of promoting the convention and 
reviewing the operation of convention here. 
Richard Keye, associate manager of the 
bureau, said he is spending much of his 

time in reassuring delegates that hotel 
facilitites in the new Detroit Renaissance 
Center are large enough to hold everyone 
under one roof and all convention activity 
will take place in that area. He said he 

is hoping for 2,000 to 3,900 delegates and 
spouses and added they would be expected 

to spend about $750,000. The Michigan 
Legislature has appropriated $150,000 

to plan and subsidize the convention. 


Registered Michigan delegates this year include 
Sens. Gilbert Bursley (R-Ann Arbor), Anthony 
Derezinski (D-Muskegon), Jack Faxon (D-Detroit) 
and Reps. Thomas Anderson (D-Southgate), 
Melvin DeStigter (R-Allendale), Daisy Elliot 
(D-Detroit), and Matthew McNeely (D-Detroit). 


ASSOCIATION EXHIBITS HELD NOT TAXABLE 


The Senate-House Conference Committee 
on the Tax Reform Bill (H.R. 10612) 
passed unamiously September | a provision 
eliminating taxes on association trade 
shows and exhibits. 


Section 2106 passed by the Conference 
Committee exempts from tax the income 
from conventions and trade shows of 
associations conducting trade show 
activitites which stimulate interest 
in, and demand for, related products 
and services. 


The conferees are expected to finish work 
on the Tax Reform Bill shortly after the 
Labor Day recess. The trade show provision 
will not become effective until the House 
and Senate approve the Tax Reform Bill 

and President Ford signs the measure. 


BUILDING PLANNING 


The Governor signed a capital outlay 
planning measure that is a-companion piece 
to a bonding bill he previously siqned. 
The measure (SB 1471) establishes the 
procedures to be used under the bonding 
process. It provides for planning 
recommendations by the Department of 
Management and Budget, and approval 
of buildings to be planned by the 
Legislature's Joint Capital Outlay 
Committee. The Legislature and the 
governor would then give final approval 
to planning projects through legislation.

REGIONAL DIRECTORS' REPORT 


As the halfway point in my 3 year term 
as your Regional Director passes, | have 
bequn to realize the wisdom in making it 
such a long term of office, Exposure to 
AIA at this level, though intensive, 
nevertheless needs that amount of time 
to learn and contribute effectively. As 
Chairman of the Government Affairs Com- 
mission and involved in the 1977 program 
planning process as a Commisssion Chairman 
this year and again in 1977, a different 
perspective of AIA is available to me 
which | could not otherwise experience. 
Throughout this report, | will try to 
share much of this with you. 


Though there appears fo be several months 
lead time from our discussions here, 

| urge each of you to return to your Chapter, 
the task of seeking candidates for Regional 
Director 1977-1980. Look for qualified 
candidates who can spend 25-30% of their 
work days away from their office on AIA 
Business. | have previously asked that 

the elections take place at the annual 


mid-summer conference on Mackinac Island, 
August 1977. | would further ask that 
the candidates be named early enough to 
utilize the absentee ballot process for 
that election.

Once again the appointment process to 
standing, Line (Type A) National Com- 
mittees of AIA is completed. There was 
some improvement over last year, but for 
the most part Chapters were of little help 
in the process. Wherever possible, individual 
requests to serve on committees have been 
honored. With the single exeception 

of the Committee on Community Development, 
Michigan is represented on all national 
AIA Committees of this type. There were 
no requests to serve on the the Community 
Development Committee nor was | able to 
find anyone to represent Michigan on that 
Committee. 


The AIA National Board of Directors will 
hold its regular third meeting on Mackinac 
Island in late September, 1977. By electing 
your new Regional Director early, he/she 

can join me for the Board meeting and gain 
some advanced insight of Board operations. 


Commensurate with the number of AIA members 
in this region, Michigan is permitted no 
more than three regular members on each 
Committee. In addition, an unlimited 
number of non-quota members (women, 
minorities, faculty) are permitted.  How- 
ever, this year non-quota candidates 
appointments to committees are less than 
last year. Appointment to special com- 
mittees (Type B) and Task Forces (Type 

C) are made by the Commissions and Officers 
of the Institute later in the year. 


Attached is a list of the appointments for 
Standing, Line Committees for 1977 

from Michigan. Each candidate will 

receive written confirmation from President 
Elect Jack McGinty, FAIA, later this year. 
The prefix before each name designates the 
Chapter. "Rep" means the person is the 
partically funded representative of the 
region. "Partially funded" means the AIA 


will reimburse the cost of air fare, less 
$10,00. 
Last fall | reported that 1976 income 


would fall short of needs of the Institute 

for the current year. At mid-year | am 

happy to report to you that the reduced 

income budgeted for 1976 seems to be holding 
true. The Institute programs, though some- 
what reduced from previous years, can be 
carried out as planned for 1976, The realistic 
approach to budgeting and general tightening 

of expenditures in the planning process a 

year ago, has paid off. 


With apparent success of its 1976 program 


and budget well in hand, the Planning 
Committee has begun the planning process 
for 1977. Income from supplemental dues 
will be much less in 1977. Steadily 


decreasing employment in Architectural 
Firms in 1976 will reduce supplemental 
dues income by $750,000 in 1977. 


Serious consideration is being given to 

a re-structing of the Commission to 
accomplish a viable program for 1977, but 
for less cost. Cost is reduced by con- 
solidating programs and reducing staff. 


Those of us who attended the Convention 

in Philadelphia shared a great experience. 
The City was the place for Architects to 
be in this bi-centennial year. The Michigan 
delegation held a well attended caucus in 
Philadelphia where once again up-to-date 
information on convention business was 
discussed prior to the business session. 
The issues of the Convention were debated 
with areat eloquence-the prime issue of 
course being the ethical standards. The 
ethics matter was tabled for further study 
and will become the major issue before the 
Convention in San Diego next year. 


During my meetings with members around 
Michigan | have attempted to challenge 
every AIA member to seriously study the 
revisions on ethics and communicate his 
or her views to the Ethics Task Force 
to help them in their deliberations and 
preparations for the final resolution 
by June, 1977. 


There are several ways to make known 
your position on ethics. A Task Force 
is currently conducting hearings around 
fhe country where your representatives 
may express their views and the views 
of your chapter. You may wish to form 
a common position in your Chapter which 
can be conveyed direct to Robert M. 
Lawrence, FAIA, Chairman, Task Force on 
Ethics, 1735 New York Avenue, N.W., 
Washignton, D.C. 20006. If you wish, 

| can convey your thoughts to the Task 
Force personally. The ethics will be 
brought before the Board of Directors in 
September and again in December. The 
first sounding board is Grass Roots 
1977. In San Diego, June 1977, at 
convention the final decision will be 
made. 


Once again the primary issues for ethical 
standards revision are: I. Lift the ban 

on advertising. 2. Construction contracting 
permitted with full disclosure. 3. Free 
sketches permitted if requested by client, 
however, Architect cannot volunteer to do 
free sketches. 


Again this year | have scheduled rap sessions 
with the members of each chapter. | have 
met with the Huron Valley Chapter, Northern 
Michigan, Mid-Michigan, Western Michigan, 

and Saginaw Valley Chapters so far this year. 
The Detroit Chapter has scheduled me for 
October 13, The Flint area Chapter has 
scheduled me on November lOth for a meeting 
with its membership, and Grand Valley 

Chapter November |8th. | believe the rap 
sessions have been good. Their acceptance 
has convinced me that this form of 
communication should be continued-perhaps 
intensified. 


| have a few membership statistics that 

may be of interest to you. 4400 Architectural 
Firms report that of the 15,500 registered 
architects, of which 7,500 are principals 

and 8,000 are employees, 7,000 principals 

are members of AIA and 2,800 employees are 
members. Another way of looking at it- 

93% of the principals are AIA members where 4 
only 35% of the registered architect 

employees are members, 


Since 1973, firms have been reportina their 
employment statistics on a quarterly basis. 
Using June 30,1974, as the recent highest 
employment date and as an index of 100.0, 
there has been a consistant drop in employment 
down to a low of 84.8 on March 31, 1976. 

For the first time in several months, the 
index has turned up, showing 86,1 on June 
30th. AIA membership has held close to 1975 
figures. Corporate membership stands at 

just under 23,000. There are 250 National 
Associates and 2,300 Members Emeriti. As 
reported to you before, there are about 60,000 
registered Architects in this nation. This 
statistic became known to us only last year. 


Before learning of the great number of 
non-members we thought AIA was doing well. 
We could only account for 35,000 registered 
architects, 25,000 of which were AIA members, 
Now,adding the fact that there are 35,000 
students in Architectural programs 

and 6,000 graduating each year and 60% 

or 3,600 of them seeking and entering 

the field of Architecture each year , we 
have a problem. How can we attract more 
registered Architects to AIA to assure 
majority representation of the 

profession in the society? 


Apparently most registered Architects do 
not believe that AIA is the strongest 
professional society representing Architects 
today. We recognize that improvements 

must be made to raise the credibility of 
AIA in the eyes of the prospective member 
and such improvements are constanly under 
way. The front line of AlA's image is 

with the Chapter and State Society, and | 
urge the Micnigan Chapter's to look at 
themselves and do whatever they can to lift 
the image of AIA. For sometime there has 
been a move to strengthen the communication 
network and better support its components. 
The Institute is attemptina direction to 
help themselves in better ways. 


The membership issue was also tabled at 
convention for further study. It is 

intended that new membership categories 

will! be presented with respective dues 

levels. Grass Roots in January, will be 

the first forum for revised dues presentation. 
Final membership categories revisions are 
scheduled for final resolution at Convention, 
June 1977, The Michigan Region represent- 
atives will participate in Grass Roots East, 
in Washington, D.C., January 24, 25 and 26, 
West and middle region Grass Roots are earlier, 
so we will have the benefit of refinements 

of presentation after two tests in the 

other regions before us.
